$18,000 building budget. Some of the larger homes shown may still fall 

into this category by adhering to moderate but good building specifications. 
Doing some of the work himself would give the owner added assurance 
that his home would stay within the $18,000 price range. It is to those 
people in search of a well designed home to fit their limited building budget, that 
this collection of home designs by Richard B. Pollman is dedicated.

ABOUT THE 

B L U E P R I N T S blueprints for the designs appearing in this 

book have been made available directly from 
Home Planners, Inc., who also publish home 
plan books featuring the outstanding work of 



HOW MANY SETS OF BLUEPRINTS SHOULD 
BE ORDERED? To study a plan in greater detail 
than shown in the book, one set will be sufficient. 
If you are planning to build, then a total of three 
to six sets may be needed (depending upon circum- 
stances, one each for contractor, owner, building 
permit, mortgagor, F. H. A., V. A., and tradesmen). 

2^ WHAT DOES EACH SET OF BLUEPRINTS 
CONSIST OF? From two to eight large sheets, 
depending upon the type home involved. Each set 
shows all dimensions views, details and elevations 
necessary for a professional builder to complete the 
home. The location of the electrical outlets and 
switches, the plumbing fixtures, and the heating 
plant are also shown. A twelve page specification 
outline is included with each blueprint order. It 
lists over 150 phases of construction (from exca- 
vating to painting) for you and your builder or 
architect to agree upon and fill in. 



J HAVE THE PLANS BEEN APPROVED BY 
F. H. A. AND V. A.? Even though our plans have 
been drawn to meet or exceed the F. H. A. or V. A. 
construction requirements, each home owner using 
F. H. A. or V. A. services must submit his own 
blueprints for approval by the field office nearest 
him. 



WILL THE PLANS MEET LOCAL BUILDING 
' CODES, CUSTOMS AND CONDITIONS? In 
most cases, yes; because our homes have been engi- 
neered for sound construction. However, as long 
as there are almost as many different codes as there 
are communities, there are bound to be some cases 
of conflict. Because these cases are rare, there is no 
need for concern before securing blueprints for the 
plan of your choice. 



E CAN MATERIAL SUBSTITUTIONS AND 
* - MINOR CHANGES IN LAYOUT AND DESIGN 
BE MADE? Yes, oftentimes this can be done by an 
experienced builder without redrawing the plans. 
If the anticipated changes are too great to handle 
by merely marking on the existing plans, we sug- 
gest you consult a local architect. (Home Planners, 
Inc., does not make changes in plans.) By presenting 
him with a set of blueprints to study, you should 
be saving his time and your money. 



CAN BLUEPRINTS BE REVERSED? We can 
reverse the plans for every design in this book; but 
in doing so, the lettering and dimensions also will 
appear in reverse. Instead of having plans reversed, 
some people order standard blueprints and have an 
experienced contractor build the home in reverse 
of the standard plans. However, if you are going to 
make several changes in addition to reversing the 
plan, it would be well to present the standard 
blueprints to your local architect for redrawing the 
plans in reverse-incorporating, at the same time, 
any changes you prefer. There is no extra charge 
for reversing our plans. 



J HOW ARE MATERIAL LISTS USED? The 
material list shows the quantities, types and sizes 
of materials required to build your home. (Plumb- 
ing, heating and electrical materials are excluded 
because requirements for these are usually decided 
by the owner in cooperation with local trades- 
people.) These lists show where the materials are 
used, and they provide a column lor quickly filling 
in costs by your material dealer or builder without 
making a time consuming compilation of the list 
themselves.

CAN BLUEPRINTS AND MATERIAL LISTS 
BE RETURNED? With the exception of reversed 
plans (see Question 6) , blueprints and material 
lists can be returned lor refund or exchange, pro- 
vided the request is made within ten days, and 
provided the returned merchandise arrives in sala- 
ble condition. Care should be taken to return the 
prints in a mailing tube. 



HOW MUCH DOES IT COST TO BUILD? 
Construction costs range up and down from $15 
per square toot of liveable floor space depending 
upon the location, type of home and upon your 
specifications. If accurate costs are desired, present 
a set of blueprints and material list to an architect, 
builder or material dealer, as such an estimate 
requires detailed computation of a type usually 
beyond the layman's knowledge— especially in a 
period of fluctuating prices. Regardless of the out- 
come, you are assured that all our homes have 
been planned for the most economical use of build- 
ing materials, consistent with sound construction 
and good design. 

CAN COMPLET ED HOMES BE SEEN BEFORE 
'■ GETTING BLUEPRINTS? Even though nine out 
of ten of our blueprint buyers expect to build, it is 
regretted these people do not give us their new 
locations for the benefit of later customers.

F.H.A. TERMS 



The recently enacted housing law means lower down 
payments to homebuyers. The buyer puts down only five 
percent on the first $9,000, and 25 percent on the bal- 
ance. He also is entitled to get a mortgage up to $20,000 
which can be paid for over 30 years. 

The new law means that there are going to be many 
families who will be able to switch from old houses to 
new homes; and many families now living in apartments 
will be tempted to get into a home of their own. 

This book was published primarily for such people. 
It provides a great variety of homes to meet the cultural 
and physical living requirements of as many different 
types of families as possible. In order to meet the build- 
ing budget of most people, the homes presented here 
fall, for the most part, into the $8,000 to $18,000 
price range. 

The following table shows what the new law means 
in terms of down payments, and monthly payments 
required for new housing.

(Note: Any reader that is eligible for the Veterans Administration 
Housing provisions will find that agency's down payment re- 
quirements even more liberal. The VA office should be con- 
tacted for specific information.) 



When referring to the above chart, it should be kept 
in mind that the FHA appraised value for new homes is 
usually slightly less than the current market price of the 
house and lot together. This amount should be added to 
the down payment required. 

We sincerely hope that all of our readers will make 
an effort to investigate further the advantages of these 
new liberal FHA terms. Expert guidance may be obtained 
from a local bank, savings and loan association, or mort- 
gage company. The keys to a new home may be yours 
sooner than you thought possible.
